from oulsids the clty., O'Donnell re-
frained from any extended discussion
of the Lattimer trouble and talked for

The causs of what the speaker (e-
seribed as murder was a Jdesire on the
part of the companies for more than
legitlimate profits through cheap labor
from Boutkern Burope. The forelgners,
